The world 
record for the same event, 14.4s., 
held by Warl Thomson, former 
U.S.C. athlete, according to Crom- 
well, seems impossible to equa!

Cromwell wil! operate on Franklin 
Fiel4 ie Bud Houser, who broke a 
world record at the Nurmi invite- 
tional meet by throwing the discus 
161ft. 6%in., thus taking from the 
head of Jim Duncan of the New 
York Athietic Club the crown he 
had worn for thirteen years. In 
Paria Houser annexed the Olympic 
titles for discus throwing and shot 
putting, being the first man ever 
to win th theese contests at the 
internat | struggles.

W oman’s Intuition Prevents

Officers of the northern city 
carefully opened the satchel about 
an inch and discovered a maze of 
wires connected with the lock. Had 
they opened it more than an inch.

THE COCOANUT PALM 


The cocoanut crop of the tropics 


‘was for a long time left to nature. 
That is, the trees just grew and 
the natives made use of the fruit 
as their wants demanded. There 
always sufficient at hand, se 
'“why worry?” The demand from 


iall parte of the earth has been so 


great that the cocoanut is now sys- 
tematically cultivated and as a re- 
sult the quantity of the product 
has been greatly increased. The 
trees are planted regularly and 
cared for, being carefully guard- 
ed against the attacks of insects 
and disease. The greatest part of 
(the world's crop ie dried and in 
the shape of “cafra.” goes to the 
pressing and the oil extract- 
ed, which ts tn demand for many 
purposes. The natives consume the 
liquor as a drink right from the 
‘shell and sometimes make a brew 
of it. The tender leaves are eaten 
as a vegetable as well as the shoots 
from the germinated nuts. The 
furnishes material for mak- 
‘ing furniture and buliding pur- 
poses. We are all of us acquaint- 
‘ed with the meat in its shredded 
form and also with the fiber as a 
| floor covering and in its capacity 
‘as a rope. Scrubbing brushes are 
imade of it. The mature leaves 
‘are used for’ shingling the native 
houses and parts of the tree are 
\woven into a fabric. There are 
many other uses for the tree and 
‘its product. — [Pittsburgh Chron- 
icle-Telegraph.
